It was said ho would probably fake a 
rest for a few months, and then re- 
sume charge of thb Burns Detective 
Agency.

letter accepting Mr. Burns' resigna- 
tion:

services to the Government and to 
wish you all future success and hap- 
piness." 


In a statement given by the Depart- 


ment of Justice to the press It was 
eald that when Mr. Daugberty re- 
signed U was the Intention .of Mr. 
Burns to retire, but he felt that he 
should remain in office until the new 
Attorney General

familiarized 


himself with the details of the Bureau 
of Investigation. 
It was also said 


that owing to the condition of Mr. 
Burns' health for many months his 
family had urged him to relinquish 
his office, but he had remained to 
complete many important Investiga- 
tions, which were now concluded. 


Mr. Burns has appeared several 


times as a witness before the Senate 
Committee engaged in Investigating 
the conduct of the Department of 
Justice under Harry M. Daugherty.

London Institution Where 


Future Can View Ut. 


The future will boih see and hear us 


If tho rest of. the world adopts, plans 
which are now being made to establish 
a film and phonograph record museum 
la London. 


Whether the generations to come are 


to be congratulated or commiserated 
for having their ancestors thrust upon 
them Instead of conveniently escaping 
them, t.s other generations have al- 
ways done, Is a question to be touched 
on with discreet and appropriate light- 
ness. 


The now museum, If It Is formed, 


will be built around the nucleus c-f film 
already in possession of the Imperial 
War museum. There are hundreds of 
thousands of feet of moving picture 
film In this collection, reporting his- 
toric military and naval engagements 
of the war, among which are the Hat- 
tie of the Sommo and the blocking of 
Zecbrugge harbor, 


Hitherto preservation of films has 


been dinkult because the negatives 
from which they are made eventually 
contract, but a new celluloid material, 
which Is unshrinkable and unburnable, 
promises.to solve this dlfllculty. 


One film also in existence chronicles 


events as far back as 1809, showing 
Queen Victoria's visit to Dublin in that 
year and her funeral In 1000 with'the 
former knlser as one of the mourners. 


To the purely visual collection of the 


War museum may be added the strict- 
ly vocal collection of the British mu- 
seum. This Includes phonograph rec- 
ords of the voices of King George and 
Queen Mary, "Pattl, Melba, Caruso, 
Challapln.

Phone Great Improvemen 
In a recent editorial under the head 


Ing "Extend Telephone Train Dls 
patching," the Railway Age declare 
that the provision of facilities for th 
transmission of train orders by tele- 
phone "can be considered logically ni 
one of the first Improvements neede 
on many lines." 


The editorial quotes with approva 


a recent statement by a railroad oper- 
ating officer that "the Installation of 
a telephone train-dispatching circuit is 
one of the quickest means of increas- 
ing the capacity of 
nny line so 


equipped." The reason for this, the 
Railway Age explains. Is that the tele- 
phone reduces materially the time re- 
quired by the dispatcher to secure In- 
formation.

Causes Sap to Rite 


The cause of the ascent of sap has 


long been n mooted quesllon, but Sir 
J. 0. Bose, n noted Hindu plant blolo-v 
gist, has recently announced that as 
the result of a long study of the prob- 
lem ho believes that it Is due to a 
pumping action, nkln to' that exerted 
by the heart of an animal. 
Whereas 


the pumping In an animal Is dono by 
n single large organ, In plants It Is 
carried on by minute colls, each of 
which expands and contracts with a 
throbbing action, continually drawing 
up water from below and expelling (t 
upward to the next cell. Tlie nctlve 
cells arc mostly in the cortex or Inner 
bark, next to the woody tissue. The 
biologist 
explains 
the 
experiment 


which led to his conclusion, as fol- 
ows: 
"A chrysanthemum plant had 


all Its leaves removed and the stem 
coated with an Impermeable varnish, 
[hus 
causing n complete stoppage of 


transpiration. The root pressure was 
eliminated by cutting off the root. The 
cut end of the stem was next placed 
in water, and the ascent took place 
at the rate of CO feet per hour, and 
this In the complete absence ot tran- 
spiration and root pressure.' The as- 
cent must, therefore, be due to some 
Independent cellular activity present 
In the Interior of the plant." Sir J. C. 
Bose Is the Inventor of an electric 
probe, as he calls It, which reveals 
the minute processes of cell activity. 


Lava Tides of a Volcano 
The Investigating scientist has made 


the discovery that the lake of molten 
lava-In the crater of the volcano Kll- 
auea in Hawaii has ebb and flow 
tides.

feet, a mid-day variation of about five 
feet and a monthly shifting of the 
time for the maximum and minimum

Margaret Matzen- 
auer, the New York Symphony orches- 
tra, conducted by Walter Damrosch, 
and the Society o'f the Friends of Mu- 
sic, under the leadership of Arllmr 
Bodanzkl, contribute their services.

The Increase In heart troubles Is at- 


tributed largely to the Increasing pace 
of modern life In Amcrlcn. A dccada

that while the rate for tuberculosis 
has been reduced to 114.2, that foi 
heart disease has jumped to 141.0.

How Device Solved Problem 
Through the Invention of a unique 


differential, or "two-way" color wheel, 
by Dr. E. B. Twltmeyer of the depart- 
ment of psychology of the University 
of Pennsylvania, .a problem which has 
defied the efforts of scientists for mapy 
years has been solved. It Is generally 
known that the study of the psy- 
chology of color Is Important In many 
Industrial llelds, the textile trades, the 
advertising fields, etc., and this newly 
perfected device permits of more deli- 
cate determination of color combina- 
tions and color effects than were aver 
before possible.

The 
two colors blend when the wheel re- 
volves, and the proportions of each 
color ean. be shifted by the operator 
without removing the disks or stopping 
the machine, this work being 'done 
with the aid of an Ingenious system of 
levers and cams.

"Hidden Foes In Seed Potatoes," a 


new one-reel motion picture juet re- 
leased by the United States Depart- 
ment of Agriculture, takes the Tell 
from some of the diseases that lurlc 
In seed potatoes and that do not man- 
ifest their presence until their harm 
has been done. 


The film was produced with the 


object of stressing the Importance of 
using seed potatoes free from degen- 
eration diseases as a means oC pre- 
venting the large reductions of yield 
now charged to the use of diseased 
tubers. 
Symptoms of the more Im- 


portant diseases nro shown In close- 
ups. The subject matter, li preiented 
In connection with a converaatlon be- 
tween two farmers, one of whom Is 
harvesting a fine crop. 
The other 


farmer has not been so fortunate, and 
It develops that he followed all mess^ 
ares of disease prevention eicefV 
one—the use of seed tubers from 
fltlcls selected 
during the growing 


season for freedom from disease. 


"Hidden Foes In Seed Potatoes" 


will be circulated through the educa- 
tional film service of the Department 
of Agriculture and the co-operating 
state Institutions. Copies may be bor- 
rowed for short periods, the only cost 
being for transportation,

Striking evidence that live stoek Im- 


provement by the use of pure bred 
sires.Is one of the most conservative 
and safe methods is related by an oflt- 
clal of the United States Department 
of Agriculture. A farmer In Hie Cen- 
tral West" applied to a county agent 
for enrollment In the "lietter Sires— 
:Uetter 
Stock" 
movement—which 
Is 


conducted Jointly by the United Stales 
Department of Agriculture and the 
various states—but explained that It 
was against his policy "to sign any- 
thing." The county agent reported the 
circumstances to the department and 
stated that the farmer In question was 
thoroughly progressive and was deeply 
Interested In better methods of animal 
breeding, also that his verbal pledge to 
use pure bred sires could be accepted 
as fully dependable as a written state- 
ment. 


The department acted on the county 


agent's written recommendations and 
Issued a certificate of enrollment to 
the farmer. This unusual instance ii 
considered noteworthy ai an example 
of the modern trend in stock-raising; 
methods. It shows how a farmer who 
IB ultracautlous In builness msHoru la 
staunchly behind the use of good blood 
In animal breeding, notwithstanding 
that pure" bred live stock Is sometime! 
regarded only as i diversion of the 
rich; On the contrary, an Increasing 
quantity of evidence shows that th» 
Use of pure bred »lre» means ereaUt 
utility value and la sound farming.

an alfalfa field of bine grass and other 
weeds. However, at the Iowa station 
at Ames they have found that the or- 
dinary disk Is just about as good 19 
anything. 
After the first cutting, go 


on the field with a disk and do a very 
thorough Job. D.ak until the blue 
grass In the field has been thoroughly 
torn up and It looks as though the al- 
falfa were ruined. -If this Is done »fter 
every cutting Ihe bine grass can ba 
held In check for a time. After a few 
years more, however, It probably will 
be advisable either to turn this alfalfa 
field Into a blue grass pasture or else 
put Into corn before seeding down to 
alfalfa again. 


Apply Wrong Principles 


to Feeding Work Horses

horses than In anj other class of live 
stock and yet less attention Is given to 
feeding hor?es than to other farm ani- 
mals. Many men will try to feed their 
cows snrt hogs a well-balanced ration 
and strive for more economical pro- 
duction of beef, pork and milk, bat 
never stop to think that the same 
principles can and should he applied 
to feeding horses.
